Much Discussed Question of 


Telephone Rates Again to 
be Dealt With, 


COUNCIL WILL HAVE 
BUSY TIME TONIGHT 


Considerable discussion over the pre- 
eent police investigation may be in- 
dulged in by members of the city coun- 
oil at the regular meeting tonight. I¢ 
is intimated in) some Quarters that 


several of the aldermen will take the 
opportunity to alr their opinions on 
this all absorbing topic that {@ con- 
fronting the people of the city today. 

Operation of telephone rates will 
nvain be one of the foremost Items of 
Husiness that will be taken up at the 
meeting. The much discussed ques- 
tion which was again referred back to 
the counetl, will be dealt with by the 
committee by the whole. It {s expect- 
ed that some definite decision will be 
arrived at In connection with the ad- 
justment of the same, 

The report on the investigation of 
the building inspector's department 
will also occupy the attention of the 
civie fathers. A recommendation will 
‘also be considered to grant a number 
of sewer and water services in ontlay- 
ing parts of the city. 

The Edmonton Property Owners as- 
sociation will also call the body's at- 
tention to negligence on the part of 
tree planting by the construction de- 
partment. Also to the utter lack of 
organization in caring and watering 
those already planted along city boule- 
vards,

cona has provided a fund amounting to 
$1,000,000. He also donates to the 
Royal Victoria college the land front~ | 
ing on Sherbrooke street, worth about} 


$250,000, 
Half a million dollars is provided for ! 
the Royal Victoria hospital. | 
The other legacies are : | 


Five thousand for Principal Peterson 
personally, of McGill; $11,000 for 
Christy E. MacKay, of Montreal; $100,- 
000 for an extension for Queens Uni- 
versity, Kingston, Ont.; $6,000 for the 
endowment of a professorship in the 
Presbyterian college, Montreal. 

One clause remits and cancels all 
debts owing to Lord Strathcona by the 
estate of the late Sir Richard Cart- 
wright, the estate of the late Tieuten- 
ant-Colonel Willlam Whyte, at one 
time deputy postmaster-general of 
Canada; and the Hon, Geo. BE. Foster. 

The whole residue of his lands and 
estates are bequeathed to his daugh- 
ter, the Hon, Margaret Charlotte How- 
ard, who also receives the income of 
$2,500,000 to be invested on her behalf 
by the trustees. His niece, Margaret 
M. Smith, of Edinburrh, receives

Jack Sutter, who with his wife formerly kept a rooming house on Clara street, stated 
that a man.named Oro West, who lived with the woman Fay West: already mentioned in 
the case, had offered to arrange protection for him, pointing out a man and saying that the 
money would “go straight to Massie.”’. This witness was very reluctant to tell about the 
police and Mr. Biggar asked him to stand down while his wife testified.

Floods Burst Sewers and 
Cause Streets to Cave in 
All Over City,

Paris June 16——The bodies of more 
than a score of persons, sucked out of 
sight by a cave-in, following a terrific 
thunder storm was clogging the sewers 
of the St. Lazare district Jast night. 
Rains burst the conduits, undermined 
streets and houses, and big patches 
of thoroughfares have dropped away. 
The number of deaths or the extent 
of the damage is unknown.

Tronchat, the Boulevard Haussman 
and the Place St. Augustin is a net- 
work of cave-ins, Sections of the 
streets and sidewalks have disappeared, 
carrying with them several 
In one of the landslides a passing taxi- 
cab was engulfed, The vehicle, 
taining two passengers, drove into the 
chasm and as {t disappeared from view 
a Woman screamed and waved her 
hand from the window, 

As the vehicle dropped from view a 
great block of stone slid in upon the 
taxl-cab A large wagonette just 
missed the same fate, the hind wheels 
sinking axle deep in the soil The occu- 
pants leaped out and made their es- 
cape, A cordon of police was establish- 
ed in the vicinity and soldiers order- 
ed out. 

The flood rose till it reached a depth 
of three feet, carrying everything be- 
fore it. 

Gas from broken pipes has caught 
fire in several sections, although so far 
there has been no conflagration, While 
a cordon of police were surrounding 
the big cave-in of the Rue Haussman 
and the Rue Tronchet a sheet of flame 
shot up to the housetops with a ter- 
rifle detonation. Windows were blown 
out and walls shattered, A sewer burst 
alongside the subway of the Rue de 
Rivoli, putting it out of communication.

Anelio, carrying away many feet of 
the pavement and = flooding the new 
subway line under the Place de la Con- 
cords, The steeple of the Roumanian 
church In the Rue Jean De Beauvais 
was set on fire by lightning but was 
extinguished, The darkness and mili- 
tary patrol of the streets, along with 
the demoralized condition of the tele- 
phone and telegraph systems has par- 
alyzed whole districts where other un- 
known ravages doubtless have been 
made by the storm. <A few of the sub- 
urbs have reported catastrophes and 
great damage

“Highly Welcome Announce-

Berlin, June 16.~Another important 
step in the directior of the complete 


Germanization of the Alsace-Lorraine 
was announced last night in an army 


order, according to which the men of 
Alsace-Lorraine liable to military ser 
vice will henceforth) be assigned to 
regiments outside of the conquered 
provinces, 

This condition existed prior to 1903, 
when the Kaiser decreed that 2h per 
eent, of the Alsace-Lorraine recruits 
Should be “experimentally” permitted 
to serve in their own previnces. The 
“experiment” is now ended 

The authorities blame the Alsatian 
agitators who served tn the ranks of 
the 99th infantry at Zabern last year 
for this army versus the people con- 
flict, declaring that they divulged the 
“Wackes" incident and other barracks 
secrets in anti-German quarters. It is 
desired to make such men do their 
army service in the future far away 
from what the police president of Her- 
lin called “almost the enemy's coun- 
ery." 

The ultra-patriotie press describes 
the cabinet order as “a highly welcome

Water in Many Wells Impreg- 
nated With Oil and Unfit 
to Drink. 


WILL NO DOUBT BE 
PRODUCING CENTER 


Two Syndicates Are Formed to 
Develop Fields—Geolo- 
gist Optimistic, 


That the indications for oj] and gas 
near Mundare are much more promis- 
ine than even the first reports indi- 
cated Is the news brought to the city 
by F. A. Beddard, who went to the 
district last week, when rumors first 
hegan to float round the city that a 
homesteader had struck a heavy flow 
of gas in a well he was digging, 

In fact, there Is no doubt at all that

nothing of it and were just about to 
turn away when the brother lit a 
match for a smoke—and then the 
homesteaders surely did think a splrit 
was venting wrath on them and that 
the end of the world had come. 

Blaze is Terrific. 

“It was funny to hear him tell the 
episode,” said Mr. Beddard this morn- 
ing, “His description of the ‘man 
pushing the auger up’ was superb, but

| mated that even if no oil exists at all 
underneath the gas, the gas itself is 
present in such enormous qualities that 
jthe company can supply that com- 
modity to the city, for light, heat and 
power, at rates which will solve the 
much-discussed question of power and 
enable the city to compete with such 
centers as Calgary and Winnipeg for 
manufactories, 
Water Impregnated With Oil. 

As a matter of fact, however, many 
of the farmers in the vicinity find dif- 
ficulty in getting wells dug in places 
where they can use the water for 
drinking purposes, ‘so heavily impreg- 
nated is it with crude oil. Mr. Bed- 
dard says that he did not believe this 
himself, till he saw the situation with 
his own eyes. The water from one 
well contained oil to such an extent 
that the odor was very pronounced, 

The syndicate at the present moment 
has a geologist looking over the 
sround and he states that he believes, 
from the formation of the earth in the 
district and from the indications he 
has so far encountered, that a greater 
oil field exists there than in the Cal- 
gary-Okotoks district. 

Nearer Than Viking. 


Mundare is located on the main line 
Canadian Northern, about 60 
miles east of the city, If gas is pump- 
ed from there to Edmonton it will not 
have as great a distance to come as 
that from Viking, where the Edmonton 
Industrial association is now drilling. 

It is becoming apparent more and 
more every day that the discovery of 
oil near Calgary was at least the means 
of inducing people in all parts of the 
province to really take some interest 
in the resources of their own districts 
It is believed that the Mundare district, 
as far as the absolute presence of gas 
or oll is concerned, is a more promising 
field in close proximity to Edmonton, 
than any yet brought to the notice of 
the public,

A remarkable doctrine was preached in the House of}! 


Commons by Premier Borden’s military-mad Minister of 
Militia, Colonel Sam Hughes. ‘No technical education,” he 
declared, as reported in Universal Hansard, “‘can possibly ap- 
proach the benefit that is being given to the people through 
these drill halls” (erected by the Militia Department.) 

The Minister’s astounding declaration was made in re- 
sponse to a suggestion put forward by Mr. Hugh Guthrie, the 
Liberal member for South Wellington, Ontario: that several 
millions of the huge sum which Colonel! Hughes proposes to 
spend this year for military purposes would be put to better 
use if it were devoted to furthering technical education| 
throughout Canada. As was pointed out by Mr. Guthrie, a 
thorough investigation of the question of technical training 
has been made by a Royal Commission appointed by the late 
Liberal Government. That commission presented its report 
io the Borden Ministry and recommended an annual outlay of | 
$3,000,000 for ten years upon technical education. 
den and his colleagues have pigeon-holed that report, despite | 
{he evident soundness of the commission’s findings and the 
certain benefit which would accrue to Canada from technical 
education. They have pigeon-holed the report, and instead 
they allow Colonel Hughes to squander millions on drill halls} 
and armories, gold-braided headquarters’ staffs, private car| 
trips across Canada, junketting tours to Europe tor himself 
and his friends, Faced by the Liberal contention that Canada 
would be better served if some of the enormous outlays on 
unproductive military works were used for advancing technical 
education, Colonel Hughes sneers at the education idea and 
insults the intelligence of the people of the Dominion by de- 
claring that ‘no technical education can possibly apprcach the 
henefit that is being given to the people through these drill 
halls.” 

The Royal Commission pointed out some of the many 
benetits which technical education would bring to Canada. 

Through evidence gained hb, first hand investigation, the 
commissioners showed the great advantages which technical 
education has brought to other countries. Labor and educa- 
tional organizations throughout Canada have urged upon the 
Government the adoption of a vigorous policy for the encour- 
agement and assistance of such education in Canada, Manu- 
facturers have taken a similar position. 

But the Government does nothing. It is deaf to the 
urgings of those who see the gain which technical education 
would bring, Instead it spends millions on millions to give 
effect to the militaristic ideas of Colonel Hughes and many 
more millions on unnecessary and useless undertakings. Faced 
with the demand for action to further technical education, 
Colonel Hughes sneers and declares that it is not education but 
drill halls which Canada needs.

NICE LITTLE 
»DEALY 

The story of Bonnie Bel-air is the story of a deal by 
which Mr. W, T. Rodden, of Montreal, made a profit of many 
thousands by doing business with the Borden Government. 
it is a story which should be very satisfactory to Mr. Rodden 
but scarcely so satisfactory to the people of Canada. 

Part of the story leaked out some time ago. The rest 
was told at a meeting of the Public Accounts Committee of the 
Comunons. 

The Bonnie Bel-air property lies not far from Montreal. 
The Bonnie Bel-air block proper, consisting of 80 acres, was 
purchased by Mr, Rodden in May, 1911, for $48,500, In the 
spring of the following year, he purchased an adjoining pro- 
perty, the McIntyre farm, which was 70 acres in size, for 
$36,496 and another two acre lot for $5,000, The purchases 
were not cash transactions, not by a good deal, for the cash 
payment was small and the time for completing payments ran 
as tar ahead as 1915. Asa matter of fact, he did not pay one 
single dollar to the McIntyre estate until after he was paid for 
the property by the Dominion Government. 

Mr. Rodden sold the property to the Militia Department 
in the spring of 1912, forcash, He had negotiated for the pur- 
chase of the three lots for a total of $89,996, payable on long 
terms, and he sold it to an obliging Government, through Hon. 
Sam Hughes, for $180,000 hard cash. Testifying under oath 
before the Public Accounts committee, Mr. Rodden himself 
admitted that not a dollar had been paid the McIntyre people 
until after he received his fine fat profit from the Government. 
it was a very pretty transaction from the Rodden point of view. 

On the witness stand, Mr. Rodden could not remember 
whether or not he had “arranged” with another Montreal man 
to have an offer made for the property just before it was sold 
to the Government, He could not remember in what bank he 
had placed the proceeds of the $180,000 cash sale, though he 
said that the money went to his personal use. 

Another interesting feature in connection with the investi- 
gation was supplied by the attitude of Hon. Sam Hughes, the 
Minister through whose department the ‘deal’ was made. 
Throughout the enquiry the Minister was persistent in break- 
ing in with interruptions when pointed questions were asked 
hy members of the committee. It was not because of any 
assistance from Colonel Hughes that the story was told. 

But nothing can wipe out the main facts of the case. Mr. 
Rodden purchased for $89,500 on long terms, a piece of pro- 
erty which the Borden Government bought from him a year 
later for $180,000 cash. The Government has obtained for 
inilitary purposes a piece of ground which is so low that it is 
liable to be floeded every year and the Government's friend, 
Mr. Rodden, has obtained a profit of $90,000 after holding the 
property for only twelve months. 

Mr. Rodden makes the money and the people of Canada 
pay the piper.

Mr, Piggar: Flas your recollection 
improved regarding the cheek?-—Wit- 
ness: I thought you said to Sam 
Wright. I drew a check myself. 

Mr, Biggar read the check produced 
by Gill and stated that it was marked 
April 16.—It was drawn on the Pan- 
tages theater account by C. L. Gin, 
and was paid at the bank of B.N.A. 

Asked regarding an interview with 
J. D. Hunt, deputy attorney-general, 
witness said that he remembered this. 

Do you remember Wright saving 
when he asked for money that “You 
can't come anything like thal on me, 
fam too old a bird for that?"—I don't 
recollect that. 

Do you remember telling Mr. Hunt 
that?—I don't recollect, Mr. Hunt can 
be called. 

Witness added that when Wright 
asked for a loan witness told him 
that he could not use the theater funds 
for that purpose and he would have 
to give it out of his own funds,

the contractors in the city. 

It Is understood that so keen is the

Exchange against the contractors that 
are standing out againet the union, 
that they have threatened to withdraw 
from the membership of the exchange.
